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How to make a Pen. 

Or that a Pen is the firſt thing we take in hand in order to this Art, though commonly the laſt thing taught in Schools, and 
I- good reaſon why ; for if we ſhould in the firſt place reach Youths to make a Pen, they would unadviſedly inftead of 
rhar, cut their fingers, and ſo fruſtrate their defign for Writing : We therefore firſt treat on that, more for method of 
compoſure, than order of praRice, thus: Take a Quill that is round and clear, the firft, ſecond, third or fourth in the Wing, 
whoſe film or thin skin being ſcraped off with the back-edge of your Pen-knife, hold ir in your left hand, juſt afrer the man- 
ner as it is placed in your other hand when you write, it being inverted, or with the feather-cnd from you ; then cut off as 
much in length as it 1s in breadth, or more, 1f the Quill be thin and foft : Which having done, it being fixed betwixt your 
Thumb and two Fingers, lying a quarter of an inch over your middle Fingers end, enter the edge of your knife exaQly even 
in the back thereof, neither 1n-lining one way nor other, and ſlitit with an eafierthruſft; afrer which with anorher Quill pur 
therein, or the hafr of your knife, 1f it be pointed for that purpoſe, you may by rwitching either lightly up make a clear flir, 
holding your Thu-n at ſuch a diſtance as you 1ntend it ſhall go. The beſt way for diſpatch and certainty 15, ro proportion the 
ſlir, by cutting off as much of the back as you think ſupertluous ; which done, you may faſhion the Nih, by ſhaving down the 
ſides; in. doing which, turn nor the edge of your knife to the inſide thereof : To finiſh ir, enter the knife ſloping, and give it 
an immediate turn down-right, ſo cur jt off; the very end of the Nib will ſhine if it be truly cur, being held betwixr your eye 
and the light. To compleart your Pen with a mouth and cheeks, place your knife at a convenient diſtance on the inſide, and 

cut a plece away about half through. Ty:es may you fit your ſelf with a weapon for the Work. 

How to hold the Pen. 

Or that it is impoſſible for a man to preſcribe ſuch general and univerſal Rules of Art for this purpoſe, as ſhall comply with 
the nature of every ones hand, I therefore chuſe rodire&@ you to that way of holding the Pen, which Reaſon and much Ex» 
perience have jnduced me to believe robe the beſt way, which 1s this : Hold the Pen in your right hand, between the fore-fin- 
ger, the middle finger, and the Thumb, with rhe hollow fide downward ; your Thumb being placed on the lefr fide higheſt 
and bowing outward 1n the joynt; your fore-finger next on the top of the Pen, inclining towardsthe right fide, ſtraight, and 
extending aHour a quarter of an inch from the end of your Thumb, and ſomewhat further diſtant from the end of the Nib. 


Laſtly, on the right fide of the Pen place your middle finger, about ſo much lower than the other as that reaches from the end . 


of your Thumb, which muſt alfo be pur forth near to irs full length; then you muſt either lay the third finger over the little one 
inward, and rcft your hand on thelitcle Finger as you write, oy elſe lay the third finger a ſmall matter over the little one out- 
ward ; and both tiieir ends bcing ſer on the Paper, thereon move your hand as occafion requires, always obſerving to hold the 
Pen gently, becauſe a hard griping thereof will procure wearinels, and hinder the freedom of your hand: Alſooblerve tolean 
lightly on your Pen, gliv1ng 1t for a full ſtroke a greater, and for a (mall a leſſer poize. Likewiſe obſerve, nor to bear roo great 
a ſt:e{s on your arm as you write, and that your hand be born upon the ends of your fingers with an eafie Pulſe 3 neither hold 
your Pen roo upright, nor too ſloÞtng, bur ler jt reſt berwixt the ſecond and third joynt of your fore-finger, =

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Keep a waſte Paper under your hand on which to try your Pen, and to keep that clean whereon you wire, which muſt be. 
carcſully remeved, 2s occaſion requires. You muſt look on the Nil of your Pen before you write, left any hairs hang therein 3 
or it be roo full of Ink, rhereby ro keep your Writing from Blots and Blars,

| The compleateſt way of managing the PEN. 

"Irſt you muſt rule your Paper with double Lines, ar ſuch a diftance one from another, as the Letters are in depth which you 
k inrend to write : It may be done with a ſmall pair of Compaties, or the Nib of a Pen being cut off, you may make ir 
forked, like the frſtcur of a Pen, and with thar rale ſuch Lines, which will be a boundary to your Letters, and keep their heads 
and feer even, which 15 a principal grace. This 1s done tothe end that by vſe you may write ſtrejghr without Lines. Your Pa- 
per muſt lye ſtreighr, as before, and + our arm muſt lye even over the maſt of the end thereof. You may with a black-Lead 
Pen fiſt d<fign your Lerters, orelſe with red Ink, and then with a fine Pen, and clear Ink, trace them over exa&ly. Thus do 
ſo often, mil every Lever be perfe ly impretied i your mind, 2nd your hand be ready to produce their true ſhapes without ſuch 
ailiitance, ever obſerving to turn the Pen rowerds you, ar.! apply rhe lcit corner thereof lightly, when hair-ftrokes require to 
be made, and lay it riginc fiat when you thould expres any tninetſs, Turn your Pen towards the Edge when a Stroke begins ſtnall, 
and incline it to a thr as the Stroke jacrevies ra full. There are pecutiar Graces to be given to moſt Letters, eſpecially ro 
thole of the Rowan and 777.22 hands, which the Pen will nor ndturatly preauce ; on ſuch account we muſt be heholding to a 
more than ordinary Armmmice z there being a Natura} ind an ArtfictÞl effect of the: Pen, which are ſeldom by the ableſt Maſters 
both expreited ro the life at one corr nuod motion: We muſt cherefore, by Elaborate Ingenuiry, make Art and Nature help 


one another, by ſupplying the defictencics of the one, with the tuthictencies of the other.

beftinform you. Ir would detmproper tor me 39 a0quatat you with rhe ſecrecies and ſu)im!ries of Art, before you underitang

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DireGions for the true writing of Compound running Hands. 

S in Nature, ſo in Art, thereare Founrains and Oegans, from whence Rivulers and Streams are derived, and hat® their 
Exiftence : This Afſercion 15 fairly verified, 1n rejation ro Art, by the Subje& or Hands on which I ſhall now trear, they 
tlowing as Srreams from divers Fountains, fome of which are beyond the 4/ps, other on this fide: And we find Sv/, the admi- 
red Mundifer of Bodies, to be no leſs a Refiger of Sciences ; and fo much the more, by how much the nearcr rheir pra&ice 
approaches his glorious preſence. This is proved by the rare Accompliſhments of 1talzans, as to this curious Art, from whoſe 
flouriſhing Gardens we have tranſplantcd the choiceſt of our Flowers in this kind. We are obliged ro them thar our-Hands are 
become ſo amiable, and fo ſerviceable, our Secretary Hands having lately borrowed their Luſtre and Gallantry from 1talian, as 
appears in divers Copies of this Book 3 and rhough we make their Letters deſcend to a compliance with ours for Celeriry and 
Ornament, yer ſtill rhey muſt rerain very much of their Original Forms. The Letters in our hands are generally more ſub- 
ſtanrially bodied, and therefore of more duration. To make 1:4/:an Hand correſpond with ours, we abate much of its Eclip- 
tical form, 1t being more round and ſolid : Yetin theſe mixed Hands we take a greater freedom, and expreſs them with more 

Celerity than our Original Secretaries, and lay them more ſlanring. 3 
It is now time to arrive at particulars, and inform yon how ro write this Hand : And though the beſt Rules are good Exam- 
ples, with which I hope it is your opinion that this ſmall Book 1s competently furniſhed ; my defign being 1n its performance, 
Non tam multum, ſed tam bene ; Yet notwithſtanding, for your ſafe Convoy to the Territories of Peyfeion, we accommodate 
you with Rules roo. Firſt, before you begin ro write after the joyned Copies of this or any other Hand, I would adviſe you fo 
long to imitate the ſmall and great Alphavets, till yours become a lively repreſentation of thoſe by which you write : And not 
only ſo, but T would wiſh you to practiſe by thoſe Letters firſt, whoſe Coherence or Afﬀinity renders them helpful one ro the 
making of another. As for example, of the (2) the (0) and the (/) very near all the Letters of rhe ſmall Alphaber are compo- 
ſed; ſothar1if you make an (7, ) arid adjoyna minnum or (z) to the right fide thereof, it becomes an(2;) if the (0) be affixed 
ro the right ſide of the (!) at the foor, it makes a (b:) but for diſpatch, and the better to joyn the belly of the ſmall (6) 1n this 
Hand ir1s open at the top, turning into tr ſelf, and returning from it (elf, like the top of a ſmall (0.) Allo if the ſtroke of the (4)

Alfo the (,) (4,) ( f,) () and (4 ;) yer the exa& Symmetry of thoſe Letters requires an allowance, ſometimes of length, and 
alſo of diſtance from fide to fide, more than preciſely the (/)confiſts of. I ſhall not condu@ you further in this path, know- 
ing that your own reaſon, if you have any, may be a ſuificlent Guide. 


| | Rules for ſet Secretary. Ps | 
A S for Mixt Hands, ſo for this, the conſideration of the correſpondency of Letters will facilitate your Prattice, and con- 


duce much to the ſpeedy atratnment of this Hand ; only you muſt have a ſpecial regard to the right Zoynzng and —— 
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of your letters, no Hand requiring more exadneſs than this in that regard. You muſt alſo fir the Nib of your Pen to the ſame 


breadth as yoa intend the ſtrokes of your Letters, yer not ſo broad as the double-bodied letters, v3z. (f) and long (/) they be- 
ing made with an extraordinary porze of thehand. You muſt be very curious in keepivg all Circular Letters to alike Dimen- 
fion; and rhar the uniting, or hair-ſtrokes, which go from one letter to another, be made with the edge or lefr corner of the 
Pens Nib, ſo ſmall as to deſerve the denomination of hair-ſirokes. Be careful alſo ro avoid Flarneſs in the ſtrokes of Capital 
Letrers, they for rhe moſt part depending on the form of a Circle ; and let their Full and Smal/ be truly expreſſed, by laying 


- the Pen to a tlat for the one, and raiſing ir on the edge and the left corner of the Nib, by ſach degrees, as the faſhion of eve- 


ry ſtroke, or part of a letter requires. The Wricing-Maſters in Ho/iand (who are exquiſite performers of ſuch Hands) do teach 
their Scholars ſome few remarkable touches and ſtrokes, on which the whole Carriage of the Great and Small Letters ſolely 
depends : Such are a full perpendicular or down-right Line; a bending Oblique Line deſcending from the lefr to the right ; 
as the tails of the (K) (2) (R) &c. Alloa Circle, giving it the effects of the Pen, as they lyein round Letters : Likewiſe 
the Quadrats, or Squares belonging to Small Letters, and how to cut them curiouſly into Angles. In all which, rill the Lear- 
ner is admirably perſc&, he 1s nor permitted to make one entire Letter ; but when by much pralice he can defign them, and 
Gme others ra:ely well, then they ler him ſee how far he is advanced in the Art, by the neceſſiry and uſe of ſome one or 
more of thoſe Particles and ſtrokes 1n every Letter he makes. Thus I can pleaſure my Countrey-men with their Excellent way 
of Teaching, T wiſhtharT could alſo inrich them with their induſtry, and an affeRion ro that way. But the impatient Parents 
of our Pupils wou!d be unwilling to ler their Children ſpend neara month in the making of theſe Introductory Touches : 


Bur ſure I am, ir would be infinirely becter, than to teach them the making of ſome things like Letters in one day, and tojoyn 
thoſe ſorry things rogether the neXr, as too many pitiful Scriblers commonly do. 


Rules for Roman Hand. 
His Hand hath Icng been a ſervant to the Female Sex, yea ſo long, that like old Servants, it is grown contemprtible ; 


for 
Women had now rather be ſerved by thar ſpruce Gallant, Traltan Hand. And no wonder, that thoſe who ſo much delighr 
in change of Faces, [h uld affe& the ſame 1n Hands too. 


This Hand 1s bett writrea with aneafie Pulſe, and aloft Pen. I ſhall not need to deſcribe ihe faſhion ofitz if you know 


not that, you may turn back, and find itn that Copy beginning with (0,) where you may ſee it lies ſlanting, though not ſo 


much as Iralian Hand : Obſerve that Copy well, and imitate ir oft enough, and Fle warrant your Proficiency. In the Copy, 
whoſe firſt Lerrer is (K.) you may lee the Capital Letters, which are as proper for Roman Hand, as for that over which they 
are placed. 


1. For Ruling, and the firſt On-ſer of your Practice, diligently obſerve thoſe DireQions befcre delivered. 
2. Keep all your Lerters, with Stems, exattly of one height.

T5 Hand in its beſt Dreſs, 15 no leſs Charmingly Beautiful, than thoſe 1Iluſtrious Dames inhabiting 1n the place of its Na- 

tivity 3 and like them too, it 15as much beholding to Arr as to Nature for the © 4llantry of irs Beauty. I derive its ſhape 
from the Eclipfis or Oval; than which Figure, not the vaſt Treaſury of Geometry c- furniſh us with one that may be more 
pleaſing to the eye, or ſo admirably applicable to this curious Art. There is not a Letter in this Hand, no, nor a part or Par- 
ricle of any Letter therein, bur 1s obliged to the Oval for ſomething of irs form : Therefore the firſt conſiderable I adviſe 
you to, inorder to your atrainment of this Gallant Hand, is, that you would uſe your hand ſo long to the making of Ovals be- 
fore you proceed further, till you can clearly and cxa&tly command them : And firſt let them be of the ſame f1ze with the 
ſmall (9) 1n that ſort of Italian which you intend to write, placing themthe ſame way as the Letters therein oughrtolze; and 
you will find by the making of a conſiderable number, with reſpe& had to the curioſity of the ſhapes, that your hand will be 
excellently prepared to encounter the greateſt difficulties artending the Praice of Iraltan Letters; for that not only moſt Ler- 
rers, as (a) (4) (e) (») (1) &c. do in a manner wholly confiſt of this ſtroke, but (as ſaid before) of its form all Letters and 
their parts partake. After you have fully and compleatly attained the Maſtery ot this, practiſe the Letrers which have greateſt 
dependency thereon, as thoſe prementioned. Next with diligent obſervance imitate the ſmall (z) that being the Parent of all 
Minums : Then endeavour the right making of the (!) which when you can do, all Letters with Stems will be with eaſe perform- 
ed. When you have found the Operation of this my Counſel, proceed to the imitation of a whole Alphabet, yer with this 
Caution, that you make one Letter well before you begin another, doing all with deliberation ; not being ambitious of roo 
much dexterity at the firſt, that being the purchaſe of much Practice. 

When you write Joynings you muſt be very careful in uniting of all Letters which run naturally one to another by a waving 
hair-ſtroke, made with the edge of the Pen being lightly born : And obſerve when two ſtrokes cloſe rogether,cauled by a re- 
turn of the Pen, as in the backs of the (a) (2) (9) &c. thar the natural fulneſs be expreſt, and in all ſtrokes ſo returning to 
whatſoever Letters they belong. And evermore when you take your Pen off ar the finiſhing” of a Letter, bear your hand ex- 
rreme lightly. Obſerve jn the ſhadowing of your Circumvolvers, or the Oval-formed top ſtrokes of all Lerters, that by the 
fame degrees they riſe ro a full, they muſt unperceiveahly incline to a ſmall from the midſt thereof. As for the diſtances you 
are'to obſerve for your Lincs, Letters and Words, the Copies you write by will ſufficiently inform you 3 and indeed 1n any 
thing elſe that may be further needful, in order to your acquiring the Hand, T ſhall therefore puran end to theſe DireQions, 
referring you for Theorems to the following Verſes, (Rules laid down in Verſe, being far more cafie and apt to be learned than 
thoſe in Proſe) and wiſhing you as good ſucceſs as my ſelf had, when a PraQtitioner.
